Lawmakers: Ban Assault Weapons 


Conn, school shooting 
is tipping point in the 
debate, advoeates say 


Washington 

Democratic lawmakers and indepen- 
dent Sen. Joe Lieberman said Sunday 
that military-style assault weapons 
should be banned and that a national 
commission should be established to 
examine mass shootings in the U.S. 

The proposals were among the first 
to come from Congress in the wake of 
Friday’s school shooting in Newtown, 
Conn. The time for “saying that we 
can’t talk about the policy implica- 
tions of tragedies like this is over,” 
said Rep. Chris Murphy, D-Conn., 
who won a Senate seat in the Novem- 
ber elections. 

President Barack Obama and Sen- 
ate Democrats haven’t pushed for new 
gun controls since rising to power in 
the 2008 national elections. Outspo- 
ken advocates for stricter laws, includ- 
ing Sen. Dianne Feinstein, say that’s 
because of the powerful sway of the 
National Rifle Association. 

But advocates also say the latest 
shooting is a tipping point that could 
change the dynamic of the debate 
dramatically. Feinstein, D-Calif., said 
she will propose legislation next year 
that would ban big clips, drums and 
strips of more than 10 bullets. “It can 
be done,” she said Sunday of reviving

the 10-year ban that expired in 2004. 

Senate Democratic Whip Dick 
Durbin of Illinois said he would 
support a panel, adding that it was 
time for a “national discussion” that 
included school safety. 


Gun-rights advocates appeared 
reluctant to make their case against 
tougher gun laws. “Meet the Press” 
host David Gregory said NBC invit- 
ed all 31 “pro-gun” senators to appear 
on Sunday’s show, and all 31 declined. 


All eight Republicans on the Senate 
Judiciary Committee were unavailable 
or unwilling to appear on CBS’ “Face 
the Nation,” host Bob Schieffer said. 

Rep. Louie Gohmert, R-Texas, was 
the sole representative of gun rights’ 
activists on Sunday talk shows. In 
an interview on “Fox News Sunday,” 
Gohmert defended the sale of assault 
weapons and said that the principal at 
Sandy Hook Elementary School, who 
officials say died trying to overtake 
the shooter, should have been armed. 

“I wish to God she had had an M-4 
in her office, locked up so when she 
heard gunfire, she pulls it out and 
she didn’t have to lunge heroically 
with nothing in her hands,” Gohm- 
ert said.

As Islamist President Moham- 
med Morsi rushed the referendum 
despite opposition, the dispute over 
the charter has turned into a fight 
over the Islamists’ hold on power, 
and the ballot has become a yes or 
no vote on the president himself. 

Activists and opponents of the 
constitution said Sunday that the 
first round of voting a day earlier 
was marred by violations. A coali- 
tion of rights groups said the first 
round should be held over again. 

That appeared highly unlike- 
ly. The Muslim Brotherhood said 
the draft was on route to approval. 

But the margin from the first 
round of voting, which took place 
in 10 of Egypt’s 27 provinces, was 
narrow — and only a 32 percent 
turnout. 

Preliminary results showed 
55.8 percent backed the draft, 
according to the Brotherhood. 

The head of the referendum 
commission said the official results 
will be announced after the second

Caracas, Venezuela 

Venezuelans were choosing gover- 
nors and state lawmakers on Sun- 
day in elections seen as a key test of 
whether President Hugo Chavez’s 
movement can endure if the social- 
ist leader leaves the political stage. 

The vote was the first time in 
Chavez’s nearly 14-year-old presi- 
dency that he has been unable to 
actively campaign. He hasn’t spo- 
ken publicly since undergoing can- 
cer surgery Tuesday in Cuba. 

Governorships in the country’s 
23 states were being decided in 
the elections. Chavez’s party now 
controls all but eight of the states. 

Vice President Nicolas Mad- 
uro urged supporters Sunday to 
vote for Chavez’s allies, imploring 
voters at a news conference: “Let’s 
not fail Chavez.” 

Opponents called his remarks a 
blatant violation of electoral law. (ap)

Shooter Had Vast Ammo Supply

Police: Lanza carried 
enough bullets to 
slaughter hundreds 

Newtown, Conn. 

The gunman in the Connecticut 
shooting rampage was carrying 
an arsenal of hundreds of rounds 
of especially deadly ammunition — 
enough to kill just about every stu- 
dent in the school if given enough 
time, authorities said Sunday, rais- 
ing the specter that the bloodbath 
could have been far worse. 

Adam Lanza shot himself in the 
head just as he heard police draw- 
ing near to the classroom where 
he was slaughtering helpless chil- 
dren, but he had more ammunition 
at the ready in high-capacity clips. 

The disclosure Sunday sent 
chills throughout this New Eng- 
land community as families sought 


to comfort one another in the wake 
of the massacre at Sandy Hook Ele- 
mentary School, where 20 children 
and six adults were killed Friday. 

Authorities said they found 
multiple 30-round magazines 
and hundreds of unused bullets 
at the school. 


“There was a lot of ammo, a lot 
of clips,” said state police Lt. Paul 
Vance. “Certainly a lot of lives were 
potentially saved.” 

The rifle used was a Bushmas- 
ter .223-caliber, a civilian version of 
the military’s M-16. The chief med- 
ical examiner said the ammunition 


was the type designed to break up 
inside a victim’s body and inflict 
the maximum amount of dam- 
age, tearing apart bone and tissue. 

A Connecticut official said the 
gunman’s mother was found dead 
in her bed Friday, shot four times 
in the head with a .22 caliber rifle. 

The killer then went to the 
school with guns he took from his 
mother, got inside by breaking a 
I window and began firing. 

S Gov. Dannel Malloy said the 
i shooter decided to kill himself 
i when he heard police closing in 
about 10 minutes into the attack. 

Malloy offered no possible 
motive for the shooting, and police 
have found no letters or diaries that 
could shed light on it. 

Officials couldn’t say wheth- 
er the school, which had about 
670 students, would ever reopen.

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How to Fix an Escalator 


It takes skiLL. And 
Metro's training Lab 
is the place to Learn. 


Landover, Md. 

At the end of a long corridor in a 
building the length of three foot- 
ball fields, engineers and techni- 
cians are trying to find solutions to 
one of the Metro system’s most vex- 
ing problems: escalators and ele- 
vators that won’t go up and down. 

Housed in the transit agency’s 
service complex in handover, Md., 
Metro’s escalator/elevator training 
lab is equipped with more than 
$1 million worth of equipment. It 
is where Metro workers learn the 
ins and outs of maintaining and 
troubleshooting the system’s 588 
escalators and 283 elevators. 

Broken escalators are a chron- 
ic complaint among Metro riders 
and a perpetual headache for Metro 
officials. Even though WMATA 
has poured millions of dollars into 
repairs, maintenance and replace- 
ment, out-of-service escalators 
remain a problem. 

Even recently replaced ones are 
not trouble-free. In their first few 
months of operation, three esca- 
lators at the south entrance of the 
Dupont Circle station have expe- 
rienced about 20 outages ranging 
from 10 minutes to two days. And 
while Metro officials maintain 
that such occurrences are part of 
a “breaking-in” period, that is of 
little comfort to riders. 

Officials opened the training 
lab in 2006 to have a place to offer 
hands-on training. Previously, offi- 
cials had to take escalators and ele- 
vators out of service in order to give 
workers the experience required 
to do the job.

Outage Update 

A check of Metro’s website Sun- 
day showed 546 escalators 
working, 19 undergoing sched- 
uled maintenance and 23 in un- 
expected outages. Of the sys- 
tem’s elevators, four were out of 
service for scheduled mainte- 
nance and two were in unexpect- 
ed outages, (express) 


“The big benefit allows us to 
troubleshoot problems without hav- 
ing to interrupt service,” said Rodri- 
go Bitar, head of Metro’s escalator 
and elevator division. 

Two elevators and an escalator 
dominate the two-story room, which 
is open 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week to allow technicians the free- 
dom to work as long as they choose. 

The equipment has clear sides 


so that workers — and visitors — 
can see the guts of the machinery. 

The escalator is a Westinghouse 
Modular 100, the most common 
model in the Metro system and 
one that comes with a long history 
of problems. 

Metro was the first transit 
authority to open such a facility. 
Bitar said. Today, more are follow- 
ing WMATA’s lead. New York’s Met- 
ropolitan Transportation Authority 
opened an escalator training lab in 
2009, and Philadelphia’s Southeast- 
ern Pennsylvania Transportation 
Authority is halfway through con- 
struction of its lab, which is expect- 
ed to be finished next year and has 
begun training workers. 

Each month, about 200 to 
300 people go through Metro’s 
training and refresher courses.

With all the holiday hoopla of par- 
ties and presents, no one could 
blame you if you’re spending more 
time thinking about tinsel than 
taxes. But the biggest financial 
mistake you can make this season 
is forgetting that 2013 will bring 
sweeping changes to the tax code, 
even if the fiscal cliff is averted. 

“These are unprecedented 
changes to tax law,” said Gil Char- 
ney, principal tax analyst at the 
Tax Institute at H&R Block. “The 
exemptions you qualified for before 
you may not qualify for now.” 

New tax rates and changes to 
deductions are complicated — but 
there are some basic tax truths to 


know before 2013 comes. Here’s a 
simplified list: 

Make Charitable 
Donations in 2012 

Charney says there has never been 
a better time to donate to chari- 
ty and the discussion about lim- 


iting itemized deductions is lead- 
ing more people to donate large 
amounts to charity this year. But 
if you can’t itemize, Charney said, 
“you get no tax benefit for charita- 
ble contribution.” And if you didn’t 
itemize last year, it may not bene- 
fit you to do so this year. 


Go to the Doctor 

The threshold for deducting medi- 
cal expenses is set to rise next year. 
Currently, most people can deduct 
medical expenses after they pass 
75 percent of adjusted gross income. 
For most, that number will rise to 10 
percent next year. That may seem 
like a high threshold, but if you’re 
deducting yourself, your spouse and 
dependents, the costs add up. The 
Internal Revenue Service says pay- 
ments to doctors, dentists, in-patient 
hospital care or nursing-home ser- 
vices can be included. 

Write Next Semester’s 
Tuition Checks 

If you’re a college student or the 
parent of a student, you can pay the 
tuition bill for spring semester this 
month to decrease tax liability for 
2012. “The American Opportuni- 
ty [Tax] Credit expires in a couple 
weeks, and it was [a] much more 


generous version of the 2009 Hope 
credit it replaced,” Charney said of 
the program, which gives up to a 
$2,500 tax credit to pay for college 
expenses. “If it’s not extended into 
2013, it makes even more sense to 
make the payment in 2012.” 

Expiring or Expired 
Tax Credits 

Charney notes that in addition to 
the American Opportunity Tax 
Credit expiring, the child tax credit 
is decreasing from $1,000 to $500 
in 2013. But there were a lot of tax 
credits that expired in 2011, affect- 
ing education, business and energy. 

Don’t Go It Alone 

Nervous about all this? We are, too. 
Don’t go it alone. Get some last- 
minute tax tips from an accountant 
or a tax preparer if you’re unsure 
how the changes will affect you. 
Even if you’ve relied on tax soft- 
ware in prior years, your taxes 
may not be the same in 2012. And 
in 2013, they’re certain to change.

Two players who wear No. 26 
joined hands with the coaches of 
the St. Louis Rams and Minnesota 
Vikings in tribute to the victims of 
the school massacre in Newtown, 
Conn., and New York Giants’ play- 
ers wore decals with the initials of 
Sandy Hook Elementary School. 

There were moments of silence 
before all NFL games Sunday. The 
ceremony in St. Louis included 
Rams coach Jeff Fisher and Vikings 
coach Leslie Frazier, along with 
Rams running back Daryl Rich- 
ardson and Vikings cornerback 
Antoine Winfield. 

The players were selected 
because their number represents 


the total slain at the elementary 
school Friday. 

Dozens of children wearing uni- 
form jerseys held hands with play- 
ers in a circle extending from the 
30-yard lines at the Edward Jones 
Dome, centered on the Rams’ logo at 
midfield. Richardson, Winfield and 
the coaches formed an inner circle. 

In Atlanta, Giants players wore 
decals with the acronym “SHES” 
on the backs of their helmets. 

“As a parent you drop your kids 
off at school many times. It’s hard 
to put into words what that com- 
munity and those families must 
feel like. We obviously kept them 
in our prayers,” Miami Dolphins 
coach Joe Philbin said after his 
team’s home game against Jack-

sonville. Philbin’s 21-year-old son 
Michael fell into a Wisconsin river 
and drowned in January. 

Flags were at half-staff at M&T 


Bank Stadium when the Baltimore 
Ravens hosted the Denver Bron- 
cos in one of the eight early games. 

With the Maryland National 
Guard standing on the opposite 
end of the field from the flag bear- 
ers, the scoreboards went black as 
the public address announcer asked 
the crowd to observe “silent reflec- 
tion” in the wake of Friday’s “hor- 
rific tragedy.” 

Just before the national anthem 
was sung by Gatlin Brothers at 
Cowboys Stadium in Arlington, 
Texas, there was a moment of 
silence, which included the huge 
video screen hanging over the 
field going black. Also, the ribbon 
boards and other electronic signs 
were turned off. (ap)
